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EUROPEAN  WHEAT  PRODUCTION 

The  September  estimate  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Italy  is  213,111,000 
bushels,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
This  is  a  decrease  of  about  10,000,000  bushels  from  the  August  estimate, 
and  closely  in  line  with  estimates  made  by  our  Berlin  office  a  month  ago. 
The  revised  estimate  is  more  than  18  per  cent  below  the  260,774,000 
bushels  produced  in  1929,  and  nearly  7  per  cent  below  the  228,598,000 
bushels  in  1928.    The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1930  wheat  produc- 
tion in  Sweden  is  22,046,000  bushels,  the  Institute  reports.    This  is  an 
increase  of  nearly  16  per  cent  over  the  1929  production,  and  the  largest 
crop  on  record  there.     The  wheat  production  in  Latvia  is  estimates  at 
3,674,000  bushels,  according  to  the  Institute.    This  estimate  compares 
with  2,336,000  bushels  harvested  in  1929  and  2,499,000  bushels  in  1928. 
xne  foregoing  figures  were  received  too  late  to  go  into  the  summary  of 
European  production. on  page  364. 

THE  MEAT  OUTLOOK  IN  NORTH  MANCHURIA 

There  is  still  much  uncertainty  as  to  the  outturn  of  the  1930 
wheat  crop  in  North  Manchuria,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  P. 
0.  Nyhus  at  Peiping.     The  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  has  estimated  the  spring 
wheat  acreage  at  a  smaller  figure  than  in  1929  but  the  South  Manchuria 
Railway  has  estimated  a  slightly  larger  figure  which  corresponds  more 
nearly  with  trade  estimates.    A  larger  acreage  is  very  reasonable  as  the 
prices  received  for  wheat  during  the  past  year  have  been  much  more  favor- 
able than  bean  prices.     Conditions  on  August  -1  were  excellent  but  nearly 
three  weeks  of  rainy  weather  following  that  date  reduced  prospects  mater- 
ially, as  nearly  one-half  the  grain  was  either  uncut  or  still  remaining 
in  shocks  in  the  field.    Mr.  Nyhus  observed  quantities  of  grain  growing 
in  shock  in  the  fields  on  a  trip  on  August  28  and  believes  that  if  this 
situation  is  a  general  as  reports  state,  the  yield  might  easily  be  re- 
duced 25  per  cent  as  well  as  materially  reducing  the  quality  of  the  crop. 
Wheat  production  in  North  Manchuria  in  1929  was  estimated  at  36,000,000 
to  40,000,000  bushels,  which  was  somewhat  smaller  than  the  1928  crop. 

BRADFORD  WOOL  TRADE  QUIET 

All  sections  of  the  wool  trade  at  Bradford  were  very  quiet  during 
the  week  ended  September  12,  apparently  awaiting  the  opening  of  the  new 
sales  at  London  on  September  16.     Quotations  on  tops  declined  one  cent 
per  pound  during  the  week,  but  yarn  quotations  have  remained  practically 
unchanged  since  August  7. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

'.  .  Wheat  production  in  1950 

The  1930  wheat  production  as  reported  by  27  countries  now  stands  at    ^  . 
2,778,149,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  6.6  per  cent  over  the  2,605,929,000  hush- 
els  harvested  in  the  sane  countries  last  year.    The  production  in  the  United 
States  is  estimated  at  837,751,000  bushels  against  820,613,000  bushels  forecast 
on  August  1  and  805,790,000  bushels  harvested  in  1929. 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  production  an  Canada  is  384,769,000 
bushels,  which  is  26  per  cent  greater  than  the  304,520,000'  bushels  harvested 
in  1929.    The  crop  in  the  western  provinces  was  harvested  without  appreciable 
frost  damage,  and  threshing  is  preceding  rapidly  under  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions.   Marketings  are  earlier  and  heavier  than  ever  before  and  the  quality 
of  grain  marketed  to  date  surpasses  even  that  of  last  year. 

The  production  in  18  European  countries  now  stands  at  l",O67,359,000  bush- 
els, an  increase  of  1.4  per  cent  over  the  1,052,288,000  bushels  harvested  in  the 
same  countries  in  1929.    This  total  does  not  include  an  estimate  of  the  I  ench 
crop  which  is  expected  to  be  about  .-'100,000,000  bushels  below  l§s,st  year.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  production  in  Czechoslovakia  is  53,094,000  bushels  against 
52,902,000  bushels  in  1929..   Small  upward  revisions  have  been  made  in  the  esti- 
mates of  the  production  in  Hungary, '  Yugoslavia  and  Rumania  and  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  377  .    The  revised  estimate  of  the  production  in  Spain  is  145,099,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of  160,568,000  bushels  and  '.! 
154,244,000  bushels  harvested  in  1929.    This  revision  was  received  too  late  to  be 
included  in  the  table  on  page  377. 

European  growing  conditions 

European  crop  reports  continue  to  be  in  line  with  previous  reports  and 
harvesting  is  progressing  favorably  in  the  northern  and  central  regions,  according 
to  a  cable  from  acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin.     The  late 
crop  in  France  is  turning  out  better  than  earlier  expectations,  but  both  the 
quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  crop  are  below  average.     Sweden  expects  the  wheat 
and  rye  crops  to  be  good  and  somewhat  larger  than  last  year. 

The  Weather  Bureau  of  the  R.  S.  F.  S.  R.  and  Ukraine  reported  that  rains 
during  the  last  ten  days  of    August  delayed  harvesting  in  western  R.  S.F.  S.R.  and 
Ukraine  as  well  as  in  parts  of  the  Ural  region  and  eastern  Kasakstan.     Cool,  rainy 
weather  also  delayed  the  harvesting  of  the  early  crop  in  Siberia.  ;  Rains  aided 
the  sowing  of  the  fall  grains  in  North  Caucasus  and  the  Central  Fertile  region, 
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but "dryness  is  impeding  the  soaring  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the  middle 
Volga  and  in  the  lower  Volga.     The  procurements  of  grain  during  July  and  Aug- 
ust are  reported  to  be  more  than  50  per  cent  greater  than  during  the  same 
period  last  year,  "but  no  actual  figures  for  this  year  have  been  given.  Total 
grain  procurements  during  July  and  August,   1929,  were  2,110,000  short  tons. 
Considerable  quantities  of  unthreshed  grain  are  reported  to  be  lying  on  the 
fields  in  the  southern  regions. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States,  July  1  - 
September  6,1930,  were  40,207,000  bushels  against  34,697,000  bushels 
during  the  same  period  in  1929.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  September  6 
were  3,974,000  bushels  compared  with  7,325,000  bushels  during  the  week 
ended  August  30,  1930  and  3,582,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  September 
7,  1929, 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  5,  1930  were  65,905,000  bushels  compared  with  58,462,000 
bushels  the  previous  week  and  61,055,000  bushels  on  September  6,  1929.  Re- 
ceipts at  Port  William  and  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ended  September  5 
were  5,836,000  bushels,  and  shipments  were  5,403,000  bushels.    Receipts  at 
Vancouver  were  900,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  208,000  bushels. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

Prices  on  the  European  grain  markets  tended  downward  during  the  v/eek 
except  in  Italy,  Mr.  Dawson  reports.     Competing  offers  from  Canada  and-Russia 
were  mentioned  as  important  factors  contributing  to  the  reluctant  attitude^ 
of  buyers.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  10  was 
$1.61  per  bushel,  one  cent  lower  than  the  preceding  week.     The  price  of  rye 
at  Berlin  on  September  10  was  $1.13  per  bushel,  the  same  as  a  week  earlier. 

China 

Stocks  of  flour  at  Tientsin  were  reduced  to  only  150,000  bags  on  August 
30  as  compared  with  a  normal  supply  of  about  1,500,000  bags, 
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according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  General  Gauss  at  Tientsin     An  acute 
shortage  of  flour  had  been  anticipated  but  the  excellent  wheat  crop  in 
North  China  has  enabled  interior  towns  to  obtain  their  supplies  outside 
Tientsin'!  and  purchases  by  military  forces  were  also  reduced  during  the 
month.    Prices  declined  during  the  month.    American  flour. was  Quoted  at 
$1.12  per  Dag  on  August  30,  Canadian  and  Japanese  at  $1.04,  and  local 
flour  at  $1.13  per  bag,  compared  with  $1.17,  $1.08,  $1.05,  and  $1.17  per 
bag  respectively  on  July  31. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Wheat  prices  registered  little  change  during  the  week  ended  Sep- 
tember 11.    The  range  at  Chicago  of  December  futures  was  3^3/4  cents. 
An  advance  was  recorded  during  the  early  part  of  the  week,  which  was 
followed  by  a  decline  that  brought  prices  down  to  the  level  of  the  pre- 
vious week.    The  high  point  of  the  week  came  on  September  6,  when  Chicago 
December  futures  closed  at  90-7/8  cents.    The  low  point  was  reached  on 
the  last  day,  September  11,  when  December  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at 
87-1/8  cents.    Other  leading  future  markets  reported  small  changes  in 
prices  during  the  week;  in  each  ease  December  futures  were  the  same  on 
September  11  as  they  were  a  week  previous.    Buenos  Aires  October  futures 
were  down  one  cent  as  compared  with  the  previous  week.    Liverpool  prices 
were  down  two  cents  on  September  11,  thus  decreasing  the  spread  between 
Chicago  and  Liverpool  from  12  to  10  cents  per  bushel. 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  for  the  week 
ended  .September  5  declined  from  three  to  five  cents  from  the  level  of 
the  previous  week.    All  classes  and  grades  at  the  six  markets  averaged 
81  cents  per  bushel  for  the  week,  whjc  h  represented  a  decline  of  three 
cents  as  compared  with  Aug&fct  29.    No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  de- 
clined four  cents  to  79  cents,  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Mieeaapolis 
declined  three  cents  to  88  cents,  No.  2  amber  durum  declined  four  cents 
to  82  cents,  No.  2  red  winter  at  St. Louis  declined  five  cents  to  89 
cents,  and  western  white  at  Seattle  declined  five  cents  to  81  conts  per 
bushel. ^  These  prices  were  below  last  year's  levels  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  as  follows:    All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  47  cents, 
No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  46  cents,  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at 
Minneapolis  49  cents,  No.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  50  cents,  No.  2 
red  winter  at  St. Louis  49  cents,  and  western  white  at  Chicago  45  cents 
per  bushel  respectively.

The  1930  rye  production  in  17.  European  countries  is  reported  at 
820,195,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent  from  the  852,910,000'  "bushels 
produced  in  the  same  countries  in  1929,  when  they  represented  91  per  cent 
of  the  European  total  ©x&lUsive  ;of  Russia  and  85  per  cent  of  the  world 
total  exclusive  of  :Russia  . and  China.:  The  first  estimate  of  the  1930  pro- 
duction in  Czechoslovakia,  is  68,028,000.  bushels  compared  with  72,185,000 
"bushels  in  1929.    The  estimate  of  the  production  in  Hungary  has  he  en  re- 
vised downward  to  26,810,000  bushels'  compared  with  31,423,000  bushels  last 
year,  while  the  estimate  of  the  production  in  Rumania  has  been  revised  up- 
ward to  19,841,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  more. than  6,500,000  bushels 
over  1929.    The  first  estimate  of  the  Canadian  crop  is  '23,767,000  bushels 
as  compared  with  13,161,000  bushels  in  1929  and  14,618,000  bushels  in 
1928.    Acreage  and  production  tables  are  given  on  pages  576  and  377. 

EEED  GRAINS 

The  total  -production  of  the  three  feed  grains,  corn,  barley,  and 
oats,  in  the  European  countries  so  far  reported  is  35,622,000  short  tons, 
a  decrease  of  more  than  20  per  cent  from  the  46,028,000  short  tons  raised 
by  the  same  countries  last  year,  and  more  than  2  per  cent  below  the 
37,470,000  short  tons  in  1928. 

-  Corn- 

The  1930' production  of  corn  in  9  countries  so  far  reported,  which 
in  1929  raised  more  than  70  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive  of 
Russia  and  China, :  amounts  to  2,305,665,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  24.6 
per  cent  from  th©  preset  ion  in 'those  countries  last  year. 

The  1930  corn  crop  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  1,982,765,000 
bushels.    This  figure  isvl0.4  per  cent  less  than  the  August  1  forecast,  24.2 
per  cent  less,  than  the  1929  production,  26.6  per  cent    below  the  five-^^r 
average  production,  and  the  smallest  crop  since  1901.    The  yield  per  acre 
of  19.5  bushels  indicated  is  also  the  lowest  since  1901,  when  it  amounted 
to  16.7  bushels.    The  September  1  corn  condition  was  51.6  per  cent  of  normal 
compared  with  67.9  per  cent  on  September  1  last  year.    The  production  in 
the  4  European  countries  so  far  reported  totals  250,666,000  bushels,  32 
per  cent  below  that  of  those  countries  in  1929.    Corn  acreage  and  pro- 
duction tables  are  found  on  pages  378  and  380. 

The  latest  reports  from  Rumania  confirm  the  low  corn  yield  there, 
due  to  lack  of  moisture  at  the  critical  period.    The  yield  in  important 
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sections  of  the  east  and  southeast  is  expected  to  range  from  25  to  kO  per 
cent  "below  the  1929  average  for  Rumania.     In  Bulgaria  the  condition  of 
the  corn  crop  is  probably  not  so, good  as  previously  expected.     In  Yugo- 
slavia the  latest  report  on  corn  is  somewhat  more  favorable.     The  crop  in 
Czechoslovakia  is  expected  to  be  the  smallest  since  1919. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Eanubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1,  1929  to  the 
latest  dates  available  total  203,^21,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  9.U  per 
cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
United  States  corn  exports  continued  small  during  the  week  ended  Septem- 
ber 6,  while  Argentine  exports  fell  much  below  the  shipments  for  any  of 
the  preceding  three  weeks.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  381.     See  also 
page  382  for  corn  prices. 

Mill  grindings  of  corn  in  Canada  for  the  year  ended  July  1930 
amounted  to  2,3^8,000  bushels,  compared  with  2,1^+7,000  bushels  for  the 
year  ended  July  1929.    Mill  production  of  corn  flour  and  meal,  August 
1929  -  July  1930  totaled  21,291,000  pounds,  against  22,561,000  pounds, 
Angus t  192S  -  July  1929.     Some  Rumanian  corn  has  been  imported  into 
Canada  recently  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  starch. 

Barley 

The  1930  barle:/  production  in  the  2^  countries  reported,  which  in 
1929  raised  nearly  7*+  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of 
Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  1,226,981,000  bushels.     That  figure  is  more 
than  k  per  cent  below  the  1929  crop.     The  September  estimate  for  the 
United  States  places  the  barley  crop  at  322,700,000  bushels,  a  figure 
second  only  to  the  record  crop  of  1928. 

■•  The  total  production  in  the  17  European  countries  reported  is 
579,955.000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  11.8  per  cent  from  the  crop  in  those 
countries  last  year.     Spain  is  the  only  important  barley-producing  coun- 
try in  Europe  showing  an  increase  in  production  this  year,  although  the 
present  estimate  is  nearly  3 > 300, 000  bushels  below  the  estimate  issued 
in  May.     The  Czechoslovak! an  crop  is  the  smallest  since  l5'2o.     The  Ru- 
manian production  is  more  than  IS  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,  and 
the  exportable  surplus  is  estimated  at  about  13,000,000  bushels  less. 
The  condition  of  barley  in  Great  Britain  as  of  September  1  was  3&  per 
cent  of  average  as  compared  with  105  per  cent  at  the  same  time  the  pre- 
ceding year.    Barley  acreage  and  production  tables  are  found  on  pages 
37b  and  377  • 
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Exports  of  "barley  from  tlie  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  D^ubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
5,379,000  bushels,  less  than  half  as  much  as  the  shipments  during  the 
same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    See  "barley  trade  and  price  tables, 
pages  331    and.  382.    Exports  of  "barley  from  the  U.  S,  S.  R.  fop  the 
eight  months  ended  July  31  amounted  to  nearly  30,900,000  bushels.  A 
bill  was  passed  in  Germany,  effective  September  11,  which  reduced  the 
import  duty  on  feed  barley  from  62  to  31  cents  per  bushel,  when  each 
1,000  kilograms  of  feed  "barley  imported  are  accompanied  by  simultaneous 
purchases  of  250  kilograms  of  potato  flakes  and  750  kilograms  of  treated 
feed  rye. 

Mill  grindings  of  barley  in  Canada  for  the  year  ended  July  1930, 
amounted  to  1,001,000  ."bushels  compared  with  817,000  bushels  for  the  year 
ended  July  1929.    Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspec- 
tion Division  of  Canada  on  September  5  were  17,451,000  bushels,  compared 
with  only  7,393,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.    Receipts  of 
barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1  -  September  5, 
amounted  to  2,829,000  "bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period 
totaled  1,903,000  "bushels.  . 

Oats 

The  1930  oats  production  as  reported  by  19  countries  amounts  to 
2,828,240,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  1.6  per  cent  over  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1929.    In  that  year  the  countries  cited  furnished  about  74 
per  cent  of  the  world  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  £b.e 
September  1  estimate  for  the  United  States  is  1,390,392,000  bushels,  an 
increase  over  both  last  year  and  the  average  of  the  past  5  years.  The 
oats  crop  in  Canada  is  estimated  to  be  about  55  per  cent  larger  than  the 
small  crop  of  last  year. 

Production  in  the  14  European  countries  reported  is  21.3  per  cent 
below  that  of  last  year  ,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  oats  crop  in  Spain 
has  turned  out  to  be  the  largest  on  record  there.    In  Czechoslovakia  the 
oats  crop  of  85,428,000  "bushels  is  the  smallest  since  1924.    In  Rumania 
the  crop  is  more  than  24  per  cent  "below  that  of  last  year,  while  the  ex- 
portable surplus  is  placed,  at  about  22,000,000  bushels  against  36,400,000 
bushels  in  1929.    Oats  acreage  and  production  tables  are  found  on  pages 
378  and  379.    The  condition  of  oats  in  Groat  Britain  as  of  September  1 
was  99  per  cent  of  average  as  compared  with  102  per  cent  on  September  1, 
1929. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
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5,379,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  2.6  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during 
the  corresponding  periods  of  last  year.     See  oats  trade  and  price  tables, 
pages         and       .      Exports  of  oats  from  theU.S.S.R.  for  the  eight 
months  ended  July  31  amounted  to  1,310,000  bushels. 

Mill  grindings  of  oats  in  Canada  for  the  year  ended  July  1930 
amounted  to  10,131,000  bushels  compared  with  11, 8,000  bushels  for  the 
year  ended  July  1929.    Mill  production  of  oatmeal  and  rolled  oats, 
August  1,  1929  -  July  31,  1930,  totaled  12^,311,000  pounds,  as  compared 
with  152,glU,000  pounds,  August  1,  1928  -  July  31,  1929.     Stocks  of  oats 
in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  September 
were  3,9lH,000  bushels  compared  with  10,2^1,000  bushels  on  the  same  date 
last  year.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver 
from  August  1  to  September  5  totaled  775,000  bushels,  while  shipments 
during  the  same  period  amounted  to  1,269,000  bushels. 


SUGAR 


Dr.  Gustav  Milkusch  of  Vienna  in  a  forecast  based  on  condition  of 
sugar  beets  in  August,  places  the  1930-31  European  beet  sugar  produc- 
tion, excluding  Russia,  3.9  per  cent  above  that  of  last  season;  including 
Russia  an  increase  of  19.0  per  cent  over  last  season  is  indicated.  The 
crop  for  Europe  excluding  Russia  is  estimated  at  8,360, 000  short  tons  as 
compared  with  8,0^6,000  short  tons  reported  by  Dr.  Mikusch  for  1929-30. 
The  Russian  crop  is  more  than  double  that  of  last  season,  being  placed 
at  2,iJ-25,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  1,015,000  short  tons  reported 
for  1929-30,  which  brings  the  total  sugar  production  for  all  Europe  up  to 
10,735,000  short  tons  for  the  coming  season  as  compared  with  last  season' 
crop  of  9,o6l,000  short  tons.    Among  sugar  exporting  countries,  Germany 
shows  an  increase  of  about  200,000  short  pon ^Czechoslovakia  about 
50,000  short  tons  over  last  year,  while  in  Poland  a  decrease  of  2^0,000 
short  tons  is  indicated.    The  United  Kingdom,  the  most  important  sugar 
importing  country  of  Europe,  shows  an  increase  of  l6o,000  short  tons. 
Minor  increases  over  1929-30  are  indicated  in  all  other  countries  with 
the  exception  of  Hungary,  Italy, and  Yugoslavia,  where  slight  decreases 
occur. 
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POTATOES 

ijhe  condition  of  late  potatoes  in  Germany  as  of  September  1  was 
110  per  cent  of  the  ten-year  average  on  that  date  from  1919-1928,  compared 
with  97  per  cent  on  September  1,  1928,  no  condition  report  for  September  1, 
1929  having  been  received.     In  1929  there  were  1,416,162,000  bushels  of 
late  potatoes  harvested  from  6", 456  ,000  acres,  or  an  average  of  219  bushels 
per  acre.     If  the  present  crop  condition  holds  true,  the  yield  per  acre 
this  year  will  be  about  248  bushels.    No  condition  report  lias  been  received 
as  of  August  1  this  year,  but  there  has  been  an  improvement  over  the  June  1 
and  July  1  conditions.     The  production  of  early  potatoes  this  year  is  esti- 
mated at  81,791,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  20.5  per  cent  from  the 
102,881,000  bushels  harvested  last  year.  A  large  potato  crop  in  Germany 
this  year  would  be  a  significant  factor  in  the  supply  of  feedstuff s,  since 
the  feed  grain  crops  are  reported  as  unusually  light. 


HOPS 

World  production  of  hops  this  season  will  be  between  115,600,000 
and  120,600,000  pounds  as  compared  with  182,900,000  pounds  in  1929,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  quoting  the  International  Hop  Congress  at  Saaz,  Czecho- 
slovakia, from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  1930 
production  of  high  quality  hops,  which  are  only  grown  in  Central  Europe, 
is  estimated  at  from  56,700,000  pounds  to  60,700,000  pounds  as  compared 
with  87,700,000  pounds  in  1929.    The  lower  production  this  season  is  due 
to  the  drastic  reduction'  of  acreage.    The  Congress  advises  growers  to  pick 
only  hops  in  perfect  condition  this  season  and  further  urges  that  the  pres- 
ent acreage  be  curtailed  by  one-third..     The  harvest  in  Bavaria  and  Czecho- 
slovakia is  now  in  full  swing  but  only  small  quantities  are  moving  to 
market.     In  England  also  harvesting  is  under  way  under  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions, Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  reports  from  London.    Despite  the 
reduction  in  acreage,  growers  are  urged  to  pick  only  good  quality  hops  to  pre 
vent  a  decline  in  prices. 


FHUIT,    VEGETABLES    AND    NUT  S 


EUR  CPE  AIT  APPLE  MARKET  PROSPECTS:     Supplies  of  American  apples  are 
light  in  the  United  Kingdom,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz, 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    American  apples  have  met  with  a  generally  good 
demand  so  far  this  season.     The  fruit  has  been  arriving  in  good  condition. 
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American  and  Belgian  pears  are  in  heavy  supply  on  the  British  markets, 
and  with  the  domestic  crop  moving  to  market,  the  pear  supply  will  "be 
further  increased. 

Apple  supplies  in  the  continental  producing  countries  are  consid- 
erably below  those  of  last  year;  consequently  supplies  from  these  sources 
will  not  be  as  numerous  as  last  season  on  the  British  and  German  markets. 
It  is  reported  that  the  Russian  apple  crop  is  good  this  year  and' that 
eountry  expects  to  place  ^50,000  boxes  and  100,000  barrels  of  apples  on 
the  Han burg  market  and  125,000  boxes  on  the  Copenhagen  market.     The  in- 
dustrial depression  in  Europe  this  year  may  restrict  early  apple  imports 
but  the  outlook  for  later  shipments  of  good  quality  apples  is  fairly  en- 
couraging, according  to  Mr.  L'otz.    Prospects  for  apple  sales  on  the  Con- 
tinent of  Europe  are  brighter  than  in  the  United  Kingdom.     The  Continent 
should  take  larger  quantities  of  apples  than  last  season,  •  due  to  the 
general  crop  shortage,  providing  the  apples  are  up  to  standard.  The 
French  apple  crop  is  almost  a  failure  and  nc  exp  orts  are  contemplated.  It 
is  expected  that  prices  will  be  high  when  the  season  opens  about  the  middle 
of  September.     The  French  market  demands  a  large  sized  apple. 

THE  BRITISH  CITRUS  MARKET:     Calif ornia: grapefruit  sold  at  $6.57  to 
$7*30  per  box  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  September  10,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  For- 
eign Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     Porto  Rican 
grapefruit  sold  at  $6. SI  to  $7.30  per  box  and  grapefruit  from  the  Isle  of 
Pines  made  from  $6.57  to  $7.06  per  box.     Grapefruit . shipments  from  South 
Africa  amounted  to  J ,oQQ  boxes  this  week,  according  to  Mr.  Motz.  Arrivals 
of  South  African  oranges  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  much  heavier  this 
season  than  last,  while  those  from  Erazil  have  been  lighter. 

EUROPEAN  PRUNE  MARKET  CONDITIONS:     During  August  the  Hamburg  prune 
market  was  very  ouiet,  although  -prices  were  considered  low  and  attractive 
to  buyers,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at 
Berlin.     The  prices  dropped  to  lower  levels  in  September  but  demand  was 
not  stimulated.     French  small  sized  prunes  were  being  offered  materially 
below  the  California  prune  prices  for  the  same  class  of  orunes.     This  is 
due  to  the  large  French  crop.     In  London,  a  steady  demand  ruled  for  all 
sizes  of  California  prunes,  with  little  change  in  prices,  according  to 
cabled  advices  of  September  8  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley. 
Stocks  are  light,  especially  in  large  sizes.     New  crop  prices  were  steady 
with  little  business  at  existing  levels,  but  a  firmer  market  was  antici- 
pated. 

At  Liverpool ,  the  improved  market  was  maintained  for  all  sizes,  with 
prices  steady.  New  crop  quotations  were  firm  but  easier  for  smaller  sizes. 
The  London  Dried  Fruit  Trade  Association  places  London  stocks  of  -nrunes  on

August  31  as  follows:      French  50vpound  boxes,  76;  Serbia,  none;  American 
25-pound  boxes,  59,772;  Cape  25-pound  "boxes,  11,177.    Total  stocks  in 
short  tons  on  that  date  stood  at  889  against  943  and  681  in  1929  and  1928 
respectively. 

SHARP  REDUCTION  IN  YUGOSLAV  PRUNE  CROP:    The  exportable  prune  sur- 
plus in  Yugoslavia  is  about  9,900  short  tons  this  year  as  compared  with^ 
13,200  last  year,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin, 
who  has  made  personal  observations  in  Yugoslavia.     The  demand  for  fresh 
prunes  has  teen  good  at  satisfactory  prices.    Mr.  Steere  reports  that  about 
2,000  to  2,500  carloads  of  fresh  prunes  will  probably  be  exported  this 
season.    Schildlaus  (scale)  has  caused  tremendous  destruction  in  the  Yugo- 
slav orchards.    It  is  estimated  that  production  has  probably  decreased  50 
per  cent  since  1928.    Large  plantings  are,  however,  under  way  and  con- 
fidence is  general  that  the  industry  will  recover. 

LARGE  FRENCH  PRUNE  CROP  EXPECTED:    The  French  prune  crop  should 
reach  the  estimated  production  of  18,000  short  tons,  according  to  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  N.  I.  Neilsen  at  Marseilles,  quoting  the  American 
Consul  at  Bordeaux.     Some  damage  to  the  crop  has  been  reported  owing  to 
the  recent  warm  weather.     The  crop  was  about  one-half  harvested  by  Sep- 
tember 1.    The  prunes  are  of  smaller  size  than  usual.    French  dealers 
claim  that  United  States  prunes  are  quoted  at  lower  prices  in  Germany  than 
French  prunes.    Current  prices  for  large  sized  French  prunes  are  reported 
to  be  higher  in  France  than  those  for  United  States  prunes  of  equal  size, 
delivered  duty  paid.      This  indicates  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  sell- 
ing some  large  sized  United  States  prunes  in  France  this  year. 

LARGER  SMYRNA  FIG  CROP:    The  Smyrna  fig  crop  is  now  estimated  at 
25,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  23,000  short  tons  last  season,  accord- 
ing to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseilles.    These  figures 
do  not  include  the  Horda  quality  which  is  used  for  industrial  purposes 
only.    Last  year  during  the  fig  harvest  in  Smyrna  the  heavy  rains  damaged 
considerable  quantities  of  figs.    The  result  was  a  high  percentage  of ,  figs 
graded  as  Horda  or  industrial  figs.    The  total  Horda  crop  last  season  was 
estimated  at  13,000  short  tons.    Owing  to  the  generally  good  harvest  wea- 
ther this  season,  the  quality  of  inferior  figs  should  be  much  smaller 
than  last  year.    The  total  fig  exports  from  this  region  in  August  amounted 
to  864  short  tons  as  compared  with  2,164  short  tons  in  August  last  year. 
The  fig  exports  to  the  United  States  are  expected  to  be  less  than  last 
year  because  of  the  large  amount  that  was  denied  entry  into  the  United 
States  last  year.    Present  fig  prices  in  Smyrna  are  about  23  per  cent 
under  those  of  last  year. 
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REDUCED  OUTPUT  OF  MEDITERRANEAN  CHERRIES  IN  BRINE:      It  is  estimated 
that  the  production  of  cherries  in  brine,  from  the  1930  crop,  in  the  Med- 
iterranean Easin  was  about  60  per  cent  as  large  as  that  of  last  year,  ac- 
cording to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseilles.  •  This  decrease 
is  accounted  for  by  the  short  cherry  crops,  due  to  unfavorable  weather 
during  the  ripening  period,  in  Italy  and  Southern  France.    The  quality  is 
also  inferior  to  1929.    The  1930  production  of  cherries  in  brine  in  Italy, 
which  is  far  the' largest  producer  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  is  estimated 
t*  be  about  70,000  barrels,  compared  with  around  115,000  barrels  last  year 
Exports  of  brined  cherries  from  Italy  in  1929  were  115,000  barrels  and  in 
1928  about  87,000  barrels,  most  of  which  went  to  the  United  States.  The 
French  production  of  cherries  in' brine  will  also  be  much  below  normal. 
Demand  so  far  this  season  has  been  limited.    On  August  22,  1930,  at  the 
time  of  the  report,  choice  cherries  were  selling  at  Marseilles  at  from  14 
cents  to  16  cents  per  pound,  c.i.f .  New  York,  and  at  from  10  cents  to  12 
cents  for  broken  cherries. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


EUROPEAN  BUTTER  MARKETS  STRENGTHENED  BY  IMPROVED  DEMAND: '     Some  im- 
provement in  demand  as  affecting  butter  prices  in  the  principal  European 
markets  is  reflected  in  quotations  cabled  by  American  Agricultural  Com- 
missioners as  of  September  11.    The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  was 
equivalent  on  that  date  to  30.9  cents  a  pound  against  29.4  cents  on  the 
previous  Thursday.    Danish  in  London  advanced  from'31.9  to  33.5  cents  and 
Dutch  from  30.4  to  32.2  cents.    Colonial  butter  was  practically  unchanged. 
With  92  score  in  New  York  unchanged  at  39.5  cents,  the  New  York  -  Copen- 
hagen margin  was  narrowed  accordingly  from  somewhat  more  than  10  cents  to 
less  than  9  cents  a  pound.    While  demand  is  reported  as  improved,  Copen- 
hagen quotations  as  of  September  11  are  fully  21  per  cent  lower  than  a  . 
year  ago  and  colonial  butter  in  London  is  lower  by  about  30  per  cent.    .  .
